The Expectant Mother

HIE proper dict Is of, impor- 
tance at all times of life 
but It is never of greater mo- 
ment than during pregnancy. 
Studies of large groups of 
women have — definitely estab- 
Ushed that there ts) a close 
relationship between the chor. 
acter of the mother's dict and 
the development of the baby. 


Poor Dict 


For example, it was found 
that when women are on a. 
poor diet © during pregnancy, 
the number of carly or pre- 
mature births and stlllbirths 
is high than {in women who 
recelve a good diet. Further- 
wonien who receive oa 
good dict have healthy babies 
and suffer fewer compllcations 
during prognancy and child- 
birth. The ability of the 
mother to nurse her baby also 
is affected by the quality of 
her dict during pregnancy. 


Animal | experiments have 
been carried out to show that 


Insure proper diet during preg- 
nancy, : 

The following “are the re- 
quirements for such oa dict 
during pregnancy: Tt should 
consist of 2,500 calories or 
heat units, with 85 grams 
(about 2 ounces) of protein 
obtained from such foods as 
meat, mill and eggs.’ There 
should be 11; grams of cal- 
cium coming from such foods 
ax mile and cheese. . There 
should bo 15 milligrams * of 
fron, which should be obtalned 
from such iron-rich, foods as 
whole-grain cereals, meut, and 
liver. It should supply 6,000 
units of nicotinic acid which 
is a part of vitamin C, 18 
of vitamin Band 242+ of 
vitamin B-2, and 18 milli-+ 
grams of nicotinic acid which 
is wu part of. the vitamin B- 
complex.

More than 400 scientists from 
50 countries attended the first 
session yesterday. 


India, which is taking a keen 
interest in the objects of the 
conference has cent a strong 
delegation under Dr Bhatnagar, 
and a large number of Indian 
scientists have submitted papers 
{o be read at the conference. 


BOYCOTTED BY RUSSIA 


The conference has been 
boycotted by Rusia and the 
Slav states expect Yugolavia, 

It will hear discussions by 
nearly 750 experts during tho 
next three weeks on every o5- 
pect of the world’s rcsources— 
except one. The exception Is 
atomle energy. 


When the United Staten firve 
broached the conference, ‘it had 
asked that atomic energy, too, 
should . be discussed, as ao 
United “Nations © Commission 
was oalreddy discussing atomic 
enerry, but the subject was 
later withdrawn by the United 
States, 


Practicatly -all the  spenkers 
on the first day .endorsed the 
words of Mr, Trygve Lie, 
Secretary - General of the 
United Natlons, when he sald 
that in convening the con- 
ference of scientists, the United 
Nations ‘was embarking on oO 
new phnse of its programme to 
build the foundations of per- 
manent peace.”
